Costs Of State Are Reduced 
$16,500,000; Depart­ 
m ents Cut. 


Harrisburg, 
Aug. 20— Governor 
Pinchot Friday signed the sales tax 
and the Talbot acts and set the ma­ 
chinery in motion, the financial and 
other machinery, necessary to start 
distribution through the state of 
$12,000,000 direct relief funds in six 
monthly installments of $2,000,000 
each starting September I. 
These measures were passed at an 
early Friday morning session which 
closed the eighth and last week of 
the special session of the general 
assembly.' Included in the Talbot 
act is a provision 
setting 
up 
a 
state relief board to disburse the 
fund, composed of 
the governor. 
Lieutenant 
Governor 
Shannon. 
Speaker Goodnougb, State Treas­ 
urer Edward 
Martin and Auditor 
General Waters. 
The special session cost the state 
$400,000, it developed Friday. 
The 
Talbot appropriation was the only 
direct-relief provision. 
The sena­ 
tors and 
representatives trimmed 
off numerous appropriations in the 
Steedle bill to balance the budget 
and passed a series of local relief 
enabling acts. 
$16,500,000 Economy 
State Treasurer Martin, who is 
chairman of the republican state 
committee, in a statement Friday 
declared that the economy program, 
with the Steedle bill as a basis, ac­ 
tually amounts to $16,500,000. 
General 
Martin 
complimented 
the legislature on 
its “promptness 
and courage in 
handling its big 
problems.” 
“To my mind more constructive 
work has been done by the mem­ 
bers of the legislature concerning 
the finances of the commonwealth 
than at any session during the last 
decade,” he said. “This will be of 
great value to our people, because 
the information gathered will help 
greatly in tile regular session of 
1933. when it will be necessary to 
effect even greater economics than 
those just mane,”

Roosevelt’s campaign for the pres­ 
idential nomination. 
Issue Before State Court 
The supreme court of New York 
state Friday became an active par­

mayor’s fitness to retain his post 
when Justice Ellis J. Staley heard 
arguments on a motion to restrain 
the governor from acting. The mo­ 
tion has been filed by George Don­ 
nelly, a home-rule enthusiast. 
Mayor Walker’s own court move 
to determine the governor’s right 
to handle the case w-as continued 
until Monday by Justice Staley.

Report Shows State 
Health Is Good 


Potatoes

The quality of ice cream sold in

im provem ent during the

years, according to the pure food 
bureau of the state departm ent of 
agriculture. 
D uring the pre-w ar period from 
1910-1915 inclusive, the chem ists 
of the departm ent analyzed 1713 
sam ples of ice 
cream , 
m ost 
of 
which were token because of sus­ 
picion. 
Of these sam ples, 255 or 
14.9 per cent w ere found to violate 
the law. 
In the five-year period, 
1927-1931, 1168 sam ples were a n ­ 
alyzed of which only 96 or 8.2 per 
cent, represented prosecution, m any 
being 
for 
m isrepresentation 
of 
m anufacturer 
or 
brand, 
even 
though the ice cream was up to 
standard. 
Prosecutions for defici­ 
encies during recent years involved 
m ainly so-called frozen custards. 
“ Laws regulating the sale of ice 
cream in Pennsylvania are clear 
and com prehensive and therefore, 
the enforcem ent can be practical 
; and effective,” Secretary of A g ri­ 
c u ltu re John A. M cSparran, said. 
I “The results is th a t ice cream con- 
! sumed in the state is double the 
1 average for the United States and 
is excelled in quality by no other 
state.”

Camp Infirmary 
Treats 12,500 


More than 12,500 medical, surgical 
and plant poison cases were treated 
during the past seven months at the 
two state camps in Crawford county, 
where more than 900 men are em ­ 
ployed by the W ater and Power R e­ 
sources board, Pennsylvania depart­ 
m ent of forests and waters, clearing 
land for the Pymatuning reservoir. 
Dr. D. B. Knapp, physician at 
the camps, reports that since May I 
more th a n 
1500 treatm ents were 
given for plant poisons, principally 
ivy and sumac poisoning. 
Plant 
poisons have been particularly viru­ 
lent during the summer m onths in- 
as m uch as the men are constantly 
exposed to poison ivy and sumac in 
their daily work. 
These cases re­ 
sulted in very little lost time and 
none required hospitalization out­ 
side of the camp infirmary. 
Surgical cases, usually minor cuts 
requiring sutures, numbered 5656. 
The fact th a t practically all the 
men use sharp-edged tools, with 
which m any are inexperienced be­ 
fore being employed at the clearing 
operations, accounts for the rela­ 
tively high number of these cases 
treated. 
Experienced woods fore­ 
men are largely responsible for pre­ 
venting serious accidents. 
Two thousand physical exam ina­ 
tions have been made at the cam ps; 
1340 men received optional typhoid 
inoculations, and 421 persons re­ 
quired vaccination for smallpox. All 
medical, surgical and first aid tre a t­ 
ment is furnished free by the com­ 
m onwealth to the men employed on 
the project.

Evil Spirits. 


“Bats are surely the most malign- J 
ed of mammals but quite unjustly 
so," says a new bulletin on Penn­ 
sylvania caves prepared by Ralph W. 
Stone, assistant state geologist in 
the bureau of topographic amt geo­ 
logic survey, Pennsylvania depart­ 
ment of internal affairs. The bul­ 
letin 
which 
describes 
practically 
every developed and undeveloped 
cave in the state is now being issu­ 
ed by the department. 
One section of the bulletin is de­ 
voted to Pennsylvania cave fauna 
and the statement is made that 
present day commercial caves are 
practically without animal life, es­ 
pecially during the tourist season. 
Absence of animal life is due largely 
to the extensive use of electric lights 
and the frequent passage of visitors 
through the caverns. However, un­ 
developed caves are different and in 
these 
weasels, 
skunks, 
raccoons, 
chipmunks, gray foxes, deer mice 
and woodchuck have been found. 
And “strangely enough.” the bulle­ 
tin says, “the animal that Is most 
feared, the bat, is the one that 
abounds in the greatest number," 
and sometimes in the commercial 
caves, especially those in the cen­ 
tral and mountainous regions. 
Pennsylvania caves between No­ 
vember and April are hibernating 
spots for thousands of bats which 
make up the seven species in the 
state. The bulletin says “that from 
time immemorial bats have been 
associated with evil things and have 
even 
been 
reputed 
to 
entangle 
themselves in women’s hair.” De­ 
fending bats, the bulletin says that 
"actually bats are one of the most 
interestin groups of mammals and 
have so few bad traits that anyone 
would find interest in a closer ac­ 
quaintance with them.” Continu­ 
ing the report adds that bats are 
among the most cleanly of animals 
and because of their insect eating 
habits are highly beneficial to man 
and worthy of protection..

for the third experim ent. 
“We plan to take off 
from 
the 
northw est shore of Hudson Day as 
close to the north pole as we can 
get." he said, Friday. 
“Our

of cosmic rays at a point where the 
lines of m agnetic force penetrate 
the stratosphere. 
W hen we know 
how the rays act under those con­ 
ditions we will have the answer to 
m any scientific problems.” 
Cosyns Tikes Observations 
It was Max Cosyns, who accom­ 
panied him on 
Thursday's 
flight, 
who took the observations

cosmic rays. Professor Piccard gave 
ail his attention to navigating the 
balloon. 
He said, however, th a t the 
rays increased in intensity with the 
altitude of the balloon until “they 
were like rain on a tin roof.”

LAUDS LAW ON 
TAX PAYMENTS 


Dr. James N. Rule Believes 
School Tax Installment 
Plan Will Be Success. 


Pennsylvania boards of school di­ 
rectors will welcome the new law 
th a t perm its paym ent of school taxes 
on the instalm ent plan, Dr. Jam es 
N. Rule, state superintendent of 
public instruction, said today. 
He 
expressed belief th a t more complete 
paym ent of school taxes will be 
made possible through the special 
session act approved by G overnor 
Pinchot. 
The act is now in effect and 
school boards may take advantage 
of it at once to .schedule instalm ent 
paying of 1932 school taxes, he said. 
Boards need only pass a resolution 
giving the school treasurer authority 
to use the instalm ent plan for col­ 
lections and setting the periods r e ­ 
paym ents. These periods m ay range 
from tw-ice a year or quarterly or 
m onthly paym ents. 
Get Choice 
Boards also may m ake optional 
with the taxpayer w hether or not 
she shall pay his tax in a lum p sum 
or use the periodical paym ent plan. 
His choice is indicated when Tie 
m akes paym ent of the first instal­ 
m ent when it falls due. 
If instalm ent paym ents are not 
made w-hen due, Dr. Rule cautioned, 
the a c t provides for addition of a 
5 per cent penalty on each paym ent 
lapsed. 
Taxes which become d e­ 
linquent w-hen not paid w ithin the 
year are subject to an additional 3 
per cent penalty. 
The new law- applies to paym ent 
of other local taxes at periodical in 
tervals in addition to school taxes. 
Proper officials of any county, city, 
town or township and poor districts 
are enabled to take the sam e steps 
as school directors through adop­ 
tion of a proper resolution pr o r­ 
dinance.
